Concentration of the Clothing Industry in the 
Greater Birmingham Area 


Sir Thomas Barlow, Director-General of Civilian Clothing, 
addressed a private meeting of representatives of the clothing 
industry in the Greater Birmingham area on the subject of 
concentration, at the Birmingham Chamber of Commerce on 
Friday, 9th April 1943. 

He informed the meeting that the Board of Trade had now 
decided that concentration was to open in that area and explained 
that as the Greater Birmingham area was a centre of war produc- 
tion with heavy demands for labour, substantial releases of labour 
would be required of the clothing industry. It was intended 
that Birmingham firms should so far as possible arrange to have 
their production made on their behalf, under war-time concentra- 
tion schemes, by other firms in easier labour areas. The Board 
would be prepared to put Birmingham firms, if desired, into 
touch with clothing firms who made similar garments in less 
difficult labour areas and who had offered to place capacity at 
the disposal of firms in the difficult areas. 

In addition to labour demands, there were large demands for 
storage space in the area and it was expected that the concentra- 
tion of the clothing industry would provide a substantial amount 
of space.

Clothes Rationing 


The following clothes rationing changes made by the Consumer 
Rationing (No. 17) Order, 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 535, price 1d.) 
come into operation on 19th April 1943 :—- 

(1) Articles excepted from rationing :— 

(a) Officers’ caps. 

(b) Utility pit pants. 

(2) Articles now rationed :— 

(a) Gloves reinforced with metal. (These will, however, be 
obtainable coupon-free against certificates, signed by factory 
inspectors, etc., in occupations for which they are essential.) 

(6) Any material whether textile or not, shaped for making up 
into any garment (for instance a leather glove shape) is rationed. 
The appropriate number of coupons for “ shapes ” is the same as 
that for the garment itself. 

(3) Reconditioned Service clothing. 

The following articles of clothing marked with the identification 
mark shown in the Second Schedule to the Reconditioned 
Service Clothing Order, 1942 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 7th November 1942, page 493), are given specific coupon 
ratings which apply irrespective of the price at which the re- 
conditioned Service clothing is sold :— 

Greatcoat, Army type <a 8 coupons 
Battledress suit, Army type sc Gas ae “a 
Overall, Royal Observer Corpstype ... 4 

One item of the reconditioned clothing, web ‘ankle ts, is 
excepted from rationing. 

(4) Registered exporters can no longer obtain coupon-free 
supplies of rationed goods of Class D (gloves), F (footwear) or G 
(hand-knitting yarn), or goods made up of woven cloth. In 
future, where they have exported rationed goods of these classes 
and wish to obtain further supplies for export they should apply 
on Form A.T.3 to the Board of Trade, North Gate, Prince Albert 
Road, London, N.W.8, for coupons for this purpose. 

(5) Other changes :— 

(a) All socks of foot length not exceeding 9} inches are now 
pointed at 1 coupon irrespective of the leg length. 

(b) Mackintoshes, raincoats, overcoats, capes, cloaks, or like 
garments of double texture cloth not woven in one process, the 
outer fabric of which is of Group 1 material are pointed as if 
they were fully lined. 

(c) Babies’ day-gowns are now classed with babies’ night- 
gowns and take the same coupon rating. 

(d) It is now legal for employers to collect coupons from their 
workers and use them to procure towels to supply to staff in the 
the same way as coupons have in the past been collected to 
provide protective clothing. 


Officers’ Caps 


The Consumer Rationing (No. 17) Order, 1943 (S. R. & O. 
1943 No. 535, price 1d.) amends the Consumer Rationing (No. 11) 
Order, 1942 (see the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 20th June 
1942, page 298), so that as from Monday, 19th April 1943, 
officers’ headwear is unrationed and coupons have not to be 
collected for caps worn by any officers of the British, Dominion 
and Allied Forces (including the Women’s Services) and of the 
Merchant Navy (British and Foreign). The supply of such 
headwear, which includes tam-o’-shanters, glengarries, berets, 
etc., is therefore restricted within the limits imposed by the 
Headwear (No. 4) Directions, 1943 (see the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 6th March 1943, page 89). 

Manufacturers of such headgear will be granted on application 
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to the Board of Trade, Industries and Manufactures Department 
(I, Hawkins House, Dolphin Square, London, 8.W.1, licences to 
supply in excess of the headwear quota those compulsory types 
of head-dress required by regulations to be worn by officers 
during the war and also coupon-free licences to enable them to 
acquire the cloth for such headwear. 
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Towels for Miners 


In view of conflicting statements which have appeared in the 
Press recently, the Board of Trade wish to make it clear that 
towels supplied to miners through their pithead baths or through 
colliery offices or canteens are obtainable only against the sur- 
render of the appropriate number of coupons. The rates are 
2 coupons for towels over six but not over twelve square feet in 


area, and 3 coupons for larger towels. 


Pit Pants 


As from 19th April utility pit pants will be exempt from 
rationing. These will carry the the utility mark and will be in 
two lengths (one about half thigh length the other about half 
calf length) and made from a raised back cotton twill (utility 
specification number 3180). It will be some time, however, before 
adequate supplies of these utility pit pants are on sale in the 
shops, and as an interim measure the Board of Trade are prepared 
to issue individual licences to enable traders to supply miners 
with existing stocks of non-utility pit pants made of cotton twill 
or similar material coupon free. 

Applications for licences should be made to the Board of 
‘Trade, Supply Branch, Northgate Mansions, Prince Albert Road, 
London, N.W.8, and should be accompanied by (a) a sample of 
each type, with the price at which the garment is to be sold, 
(b) a statement of the quantity of each type of garment held, and 
(c) name of supplier. 

No application for licences will be considered for garments 
made of cloth other than cotton twill or similar material. 


Machinery, Plant and Appliances 
(Control) Order 


Under the Machinery, Plant and Appliances (Control) (No. 4) 
Order, 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 536, price Id.), in force on 
19th April 1943, amendments and additions are made to the 
schedule of machinery, plant and appliances the supply and 
acquisition, and in certain circumstances the use, of which were 
prohibited, except under licence from the Board of Trade, by the 
Machinery, Plant and Appliances (Control) (No. 3) Order 1942 
(see the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 19th December 1942, 
page 537). 

In particular, certain apparatus for the projection of still 
pictures will now be subject to licence and the range of electrical 
machinery and plant previously licensable under Class 53 and 
Article 7 (1) (11) has been changed, mainly by restriction.. Much 
of the matter thus decontrolled by the Board of Trade becomes 
subject to licence by the Minister of Supply under the Control 
of Industrial Electrical Equipment (No. 1) Order, 1943 (S. R. & O. 
1943 No. 533, price 2d.) in force on the same date. 

Further, certain additional mining and quarrying equipment 
is added to the Schedule, and at the same time included within 
the scope of the General Licence which was published with the 
No. 3 Order.

Flash Lamp Bulbs Maximum Price 
Order 


The Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, have made the Flashlamp Bulbs (Maxi- 
mum Prices) Order, 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 247, price 2d.) 
under the Goods and Services (Price Control) Act fixing the 
maximum prices for flash lamp bulbs on sale to wholesalers, to 
retailers, and to the public. The Order covers all types of bulb 
designed for use in battery lamps and torches except those for 
police lamps, motor car lamps and radio sets. 

The retailers’ margin will be 33} per cent. on returns, excluding 
purchase tax ; and the wholesalers’ margin will be 20 per cent. 
on returns. But the price to the public set out in the Schedule 
to the Order includes purchase tax. 

Prices have been divided into three groups according to the 
origin of the flash lamp bulbs. The maximum retail price of the 
ordinary non-focussing bulb of 2-5 or 3-5 volts and 0-2 or 0-3 amps. 
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will be 53d. if of American or Canadian origin, 34d. if of British 
manufacture : for bulbs imported from elsewhere the maximum 
retail price will be 34d. each until 30th June 1943 in order to 
allow time for the disposal of stocks bought at high prices ; but 
on and after 1st July 1943 the maximum retail price will be 24d, 
each. 

The corresponding wholesale prices will be, for American or 
Canadian flash lamp bulbs, 25s. a hundred ; for those of British 
manufacture, 16s. 8d. a hundred ; and for those imported from 
elsewhere 15s. 3d. a hundred until 30th April 1943, but 11s. Id. 
a hundred thereafter. 

Where quantity discounts have been allowed on British-pro- 
duced flash lamp bulbs by manufacturers or wholesalers to 
particular customers within the last three months, they will be 
required by the Order to continue this practice.

Longer Rationing Period for Goods and 
Public Service Vehicles 


The Ministry of War Transport announces that the following 
changes are to be made in the arrangements for issuing motor 
fuel ration coupons to operators of goods vehicles and public 
service vehicles :-— 

The rationing period is to be extended from 2 weeks to 
t weeks, except for those operators of public service vehicles 
whose work is not considered sufficiently stable to justify this 
course. 

The issue day is to be changed from Friday to Wednesday, 
except for vehicles for which coupons are issued by the Govern- 
ment Road Haulage Organisation, and 

Coupons issued for 4-weekly periods will be given 6 weeks 
validity. 

To avoid congestion in coupon issuing offices, coupons will 
be issued to different groups of operators in different weeks. 
The change-over will begin on Friday, 14th May, when operators 
will receive, through their normal channels, coupons for periods 
varying from 2} to 5} weeks ending on a Wednesday. After 
the end of those periods all coupon issues made by the Ministry 
of War Transport will be for periods of 4 weeks (except for 
those public service vehicle operators remaining on a fortnightly 
basis) and will be made on Wednesdays (except those issued by 
the Government Road Haulage Organisation). 

Every operator affected will be notified in writing of the period 
to be covered by his application for the rationing period com- 
mencing 14th May and of the dates for the submission of his 
subsequent applications.

Easter Holiday Transport Arrangements 


Although the Easter Holiday has been extended the Minister 
of War Transport has decided that, owing to the pressure of war 
traffic, restrictions must be placed on travel similar to those at 
Easter of last year. 

This means that between 22nd and 27th April inclusive, there 
will be no more long-distance passenger trains on any week-day 
than the maximum number run on any ordinary week-day 
including Saturdays in March 1942. In the same way, the num- 
ber of long-distance trains run on Easter Sunday will be limited 
to the number run on an ordinary Sunday in March of last year. 

Trains normally run in parts may continue to run in parts, 
but each part will count as a separate train. If, for instance, in 
March 1942, a particular train was run on an ordinary Friday 
in three parts and on an ordinary Saturday in two parts, the 
railway company concerned can run it in one, two, or three parts 
on any day throughout the holiday period except Sunday. 

Local train services on Easter Monday will not exceed the 
number of trains run on an ordinary Monday in March 1942. 

These restrictions will not affect the running of such extra 
trains as may be necessary for Service duty traffic and workmen 
or in cases where a substantial number of Service personnel 
returning from leave cannot be accommodated on the ordinary 
services. 

During the restricted period the comparatively few remaining 
restaurant cars will be withdrawn. 


SERVICE LEAVE 

American Army forces now in Great Britain are co-operating 
with our own forces in reducing Service travel at Easter to the 
minimum. Generally speaking, no member of the Army or Air 
lorce will be proceeding on either 7 days or 48-hour leave during 
the restricted period with the exception of operational air crews 
and those travelling on compassionate or embarkation leave. 
Similar arrangements are being made by the Navy so far as 
shore-based personnel are concerned. 

Army leave has also been adjusted to avoid return travel on 
the Easter Sunday and the following Monday and Tuesday. 
Personnel will be despatched as usual up to Friday, 16th April 
inclusive, except that personnel qualifying for 14 days’ leave will 
not be despatched on the previous Monday and Tuesday, 12th 
and 13th April. Personnel going on seven days’ leave may also 
be despatched on Saturday 17th April. 

On Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday, 19th, 20th and 21st 
April, personnel will be leaving only on nine or 14 days’ leave. 
Normal arrangements will be resumed on Wednesday, 28th April, 
inclusive. 

Leave from schools and similar establishments will continue 
to be operated in accordance with their curricula which will, 
however, be adjusted where practicable. 


ASSISTED TRAVEL 
During the closed period, free or assisted journeys by civilians 
under various assisted travel schemes will be discontinued. 
These include visits to evacuees, free or assisted journeys by 
racuated staffs of Government Departments, and transferred 
workers, and free leave journeys by Civil Defence personnel. 


ROAD TRANSPORT 


To save rubber and fuel, only essential services are now 
provided on the roads and these cannot be increased. 


THE TASK OF TRANSPORT 

Both on land and sea, transport services are helping to prepare 
for the next round in our offensive. If our fighting men are to 
have the supplies necessary to make victory doubly sure travel 
must be restricted. 

The limitation of the number of trains is necessary to ensure 
the uninterrupted flow of these supplies and the best help the 
public can give is to refrain from travel over this period. 

Although no more buses can be provided—because of the 
shortage of petrol and rubber—hikers and cyclists will find some 
consolation in the thought that this Easter they will have the 
most peaceful roads this country has known for a generation. 


Postal Notices 
POSTAL SERVICES AT EASTER 
The Postmaster-General announces that on Good Friday, 
23rd April, postal, telegraph and telephone facilities at Post 


Offices in England, Wales and Northern Ireland will generally be 
as on an ordinary weekday. 
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Saturday, 24th April will not be a general public holiday, 
but the Government have decided that this day should be an 
approved holiday for industry, subject to the exigencies of the 
war situation. In districts therefore where this day will be 
generally observed as a holiday, postal services (including the 
hours of counter business) will be reduced in some cases down to 
those of a normal Bank Holiday.

British Standards Specifications 


COPPER RINGS AND STRIPS 

An additional Specification in the series of the Services Non- 
Ferrous Metal Schedule has just been published as STA/13. 
It provides for the quality of material to be used for copper 
rings and strip for driving bands of all projectiles and shot. 

The chemical composition of the material is specified and is 
similar to that covered by the B.S. Nos. 1036, 1037, 1038, and 
1039, except that Bismuth must not exceed 0-005 per cent. 

The details of the manufacture of the rings are specified, 
together with the mechanical properties of the rings, and include 
hardness bend and tensile tests. 

The specification is published as a single sheet for insertion in 
a folder issued as B.S./STA/7.

CODE FOR FLOW MEASUREMENT 


The lack of any authoritative reference standard for the 
measurement of flow has been felt in this country for a long time, 
particularly in those cases where guaranteed classes of plant are 
concerned. In this respect Great Britain has lagged behind 
Germany, Italy, the United States and the International Federa- 
tion of Standardisation Associations. 

The British Standards Institution has now published a Code 
for Flow Measurement (No. 1042-1942) which has engaged the 
work of a Committee since 1938. While full account has been 
taken of the standards of other countries, notably the reports 
of the A.S.M.E. Research Committee and the German Standards 
published by the Verein Deutscher Ingenieure, the Code repre- 
sents current British practice. 

The conditions governing the design, installation and use of 
standard pressure-difference devices are fully set out in order 
to obtain consistent and generally acceptable results within x 
specified tolerance from commercial instruments. The “ secon- 
dary devices” or flow meters are not dealt with, since if all the 
relevant rules of the Code are followed the slight additional 
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to tolerance required for any individual flowmeter under any 
given conditions can easily be established by a manometric 
check. 

Methods of volumetric measurement of fluid flow by weirs 
and notches are not included. These are covered in B.S. 599 
and it is intended to incorporate Sections dealing with these 
methods in the first revision of the Code. 

The Code meets a widespread demand and should prove 
valuable to users of commercial flow meters as well as those who 
require to make up their own test apparatus. It should also 
help to avoid the disputes which have sometimes arisen between 
maker and purchaser as to the consumption or output of prime 
movers, pumps and similar plant.

SUMMARY OF BRITISH AND AMERICAN 
SPECIFICATIONS FOR IRON AND STEEL 


A very interesting and valuable publication has just been 
issued under reference No. B.S. 1111, Summary of British and 
American Standard Specifications for Irons and Steels. The 
number of specifications for steel products is now considerable 
particularly when account is‘ taken of the specifications in the 
British Standard Aircraft Series and those in the D.T.D. Series 
of the Ministry of Aircraft Production. A user requiring infor- 
mation as to whether a specification exists for a particular steel 
would at the present time have to consult a large number of 
publications before he would be able to find out whether there is 
a specification which provides for the particular steel he requires. 
There has, therefore, been a growing need for a tabulated sum- 
mary which would set out the details of the various specifica- 
tions in a single publication. This need has now been met by 
the issue of the publication referred to above. 

It includes details of the chemical composition and also the 
mechanical properties of all British Standard Specifications for 
fron and Steel and also the Ministry of Aircraft D.T.D. Specifica- 
tions. The foreword makes quite clear that the summary is 
intended for reference purposes only. It does not cover such 
points as the number of tests to be taken, the procedure to be 
followed if the first test fails and other essential requirements 
that have to be laid down in a specification. The appropriate 
specification should always be used when ordering material. 
The usefulness of the summary has been greatly increased by the 
inclusion of details of American Steels. These are of considerable 
importance with the deliveries of steel that are made from the 
U.S.A. The summary includes details of the full range of steels 
covered by the 8.A.E. Series (Society of Automotive Engineers), 
the A.M.S. Series (Aeronautical Material Specifications) and the 
N.E. Series (National Emergency Steels). 

The selection of steels from the A.S.T.M. and the Federal 
series has been made in accordance with the latest reeommenda- 
tions of the War Production Board. This publication which 
will be extremely useful throughout the whole of industry is 
available from the Offices of the British Standards Institution 
28 Victoria Street, London, 8.W.1, price 12s.

WARTIME FINISH OF MACHINERY AND PLANT 


The British Standards Institution has just issued, on the 
instruction of the Ministry of Production, War Emergency 
Recommendations for the Wartime Finish of Machinery and 
Plant. The object of the recommendations is to eliminate 
unnecessary refinements and requirements as to finish in order 
to save man hours and material and so to facilitate production. 
The new standard lays down the “ primary conditions” which 
machinery should satisfy and stipulates that wherever the finish 
of the machine does not affect the “ primary conditions” but 
serves only for a decorative purpose it is, during the war, reduced 
wherever labour and material can be saved. It has not been 
found possible to draw up detailed rules for the wartime finish 
of components of the innumerable classes of machinery now 
under construction, but guiding principles are given to serve as 
a general lead, together with examples of modifications to the 
finish of machinery to meet wartime conditions.

REVISED STANDARD CODE FOR ELECTRICAL 
INSTALLATIONS 


A code of practice for the planning of low and medium- 
voltage electric wiring installations was issued by the British 
Standards Institution in July 1940, at the request of the Codes of 
Practice Committee for Civil Engineering, Public Works and Build- 
ing, which Committee was set up under the aegis of the Ministry 
of Works. This code which was drafted by a Committee of the 
Institution of Electrical Engineers, has now been revised and 
extended to cover high-voltage installations as well as those at 
low and medium voltage, and to cover larger installations than 
those originally contemplated. 
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The original portion of the code has been amended only in 
minor respects, and now constitutes Part 1 of the revised docu- 
ment. Part 2 deals with the high-voltage and the large medium 
and low-voltage installations. The revised code is issued as 
B.S. 1062-1943.

CODE OF PROTECTION OF STRUCTURES AGAINST 
LIGHTNING 

Very little authoritative guidance on the subject of lightning 
protection for buildings is generally available, and special interest 
therefore attaches to the Code of Practice CP. 1, which has just 
been issued by the British Standards Institution. ‘This Code 
was drafted by a Committee set up at the request of the Society 
for the Protection of Ancient Buildings, but the representative 
nature of the Committee is such as to indicate that all types of 
structures, including explosives factories and other buildings 
with dangerous contents, have been provided for. The Code is 
written in concise language, and is followed by an Appendix 
giving useful explanatory notes. 

The document is the first of a series of Codes of Practice to 
be issued under the aegis of the Codes of Practice Committee 
for Civil Engineering, Public Works and Buildings set up under 
the auspices of the Ministry of Works and it will undoubtedly 
fill a long-felt want.

Argentina 
INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 


A Report recently issued by the Ministry of Finance shows 
that the number of workers employed in the Argentine industries 
in 1942 was on an average 6-1 per cent. higher than in 1941, 
and 24-1 per cent. higher than in 1937. The amount paid in 
wages in 1942 was 12-9 per cent. more than in 1941 and 39-3 per 
cent. greater than in 1937. Activities which show the largest 
expansions are mines, oilfields and quarries; paper and card- 
board; pottery, earthenware and glass; textiles; and food, 
drink and tobacco. Those showing least expansion or a declining 
tendency are rubber, machinery and vehicles and metals. The 
three last mentioned industries are affected by the difficulty of 
importing raw materials and key products. 

The Argentine Industrial Union has issued a report describing 
the progress of the national leather industry. Even before the 
war the industry was capable of supplying all local requirements. 
The annual value of exports of Argentine-made boots, shoes and 
other leather goods rose from an average of 967,000 pesos in 
1936-39 to 3,737,000 pesos in 1940 and 11,594,000 pesos in 1941, 
and to 27,221,000 pesos in 1942. Argentina’s chief customers 
for leather are Bolivia, Central America, China, the Soviet 
Union, the Union of South Africa, the United States and 
Venezuela. 

Still another indication of Argentina’s industrial progress is 
afforded by the fact that the Ministry of Agriculture recently 
authorised local factories to export up to a total of 43} tons of 
Argentine-made razor bladers in the first half of 1942. Owing to 
the export of steel being prohibited, the special permission of the 
Ministry was required.

Peru 
COTTON EXPORTS 


According to figures recently issued by the Bank of London 
and South America Limited, London, exports of cotton during 
the first four months of the 1942-43 season totalled 68,652 bales 
of 478 lbs. net, as compared with 126,304 bales in the correspond- 
ing period of the 1941-42 season, the reduction being due to the 
fact that there were no shipments to Japan or the United States, 
In the 1941-42 season the respective despatches to those 
countries totalled 60,071 bales and 19,972 bales respectively. 
The principal destinations for Peruvian cotton during the first 
four months of the current season, with the comparable figures 
for the previous season given in parenthesis, were as follows: 
Chile, 25,076 bales (10,575) ; Colombia, 18,247 (10,752) ; Great 
Britain, 14,236 (6,613); Bolivia, 3,396 (2,440); Argentina, 
2,250 (4,862); Mexico, 2,198 (nil); Eucador, 2,037 (nil); 
Sweden, 1,151 (510) and Panama, 61 (nil). 


Sweden 
ECONOMIC CONDITIONS 

The strength of Sweden’s economic structure is indicated by 
the fact that in spite of all difficulties the index of general indus- 
trial production in the first eight months of 1942 was only 
13 per cent. lower than the average for 1939 and was above 
the level for 1941. There has been a continuous rise in the iron 
and steel and engineering industries and a partial recovery in 
the paper and pulp industries which, together with the timber 
industry, are those that have suffered most heavily from the fall 
in exports. The output of fodder pulp has been increasing 
rapidly ; production in 1942 was expected to amount to about 
500,000 tons. A scientific search for substitutes and the need to 
replace imports by home produced goods has led to steps being 
taken to establish various new industries. All the Swedish 
shipyards are exceptionally busy with a view to post-war require- 
ments; in peace-time the Swedish mercantile marine carries 
about 75 per cent. of Swedish foreign trade but shipping losses 
during the war have been heavy. Up to the middle of 1942 the 
mercantile marine had lost through direct war action some 
350,000 tons of shipping, representing about one-fifth of the 
total tonnage before the war, while in addition some 47,000 tons 
have been lost to Swedish owners by seizure. 


DANGER OF INFLATION 


In order to meet the many difficulties of the economic situation 
the Government has worked out a new programme of economic 
policy which has been accepted in principle. The programe is 
mainly concerned with the stabilisation of prices with a view to 
combating the increasing danger of inflation. An essential and 
important point is that prices and earnings are to be considered 
together, and price stops closely related to restriction in salary 
and wage increases. After prolonged negotiations with regard 
to agricultural prices, arrangements have now been made 
between the Government and the farmers organisations fixing 
prices for 1943 at very much the same rates as for 1942. A 
similar price stop for industrial products is envisaged, to be 
effective so long as a corresponding stop in salary and wage 
increases can be maintained. Increases in production costs 
will have to be borne on a fixed margin of profit, but it is not 
proposed to interfere with increased incomes derived from 
greater supply of goods and service. A stricter regulation of 
import prices and more control over trade margins and all prices 
and charges for economic activities are also part of the pro- 
gramme. The question whether dividends and other incomes 
should be limited to correspond with the limitations of increase 
in salaries, wages, pensions, etc., has been under consideration.—
